tion must be made before September 24 if the arms were in 
possession of their owners on July 26, 1934, or afterward.

For the first time in many years the various factions of the Re-

T WOULD be interesting to know how the new federal law re- 


quiring the registering of machine guns and other weapons of 


the kind used largely by gangsters is operating. 


Kansas City would not be expected to have as many of 


these weapons within its confines as might be found in Chicago, 
for instance, or even New York. The Missouri city, neverthe- 
less, is not entirely free of gangs and gangsterism. 
It has been 


known to harbor dangerous and bloodthirsty characters of this 
kind, and it has an underworld where such probably still are to 
be found. 


But so far, no gangster has brought his machine gun to the 


collector of internal revenue to be registered. 
Two shot guns 


and a 22-caliber rifle are all the weapons that have been regis- 
tered. 


The new federal firearms act requires the registration of all 


shotguns and rifles with barrels less than 18 inches long, all 
arms equipped with silencers and all machine guns. 
Pistols, 


revolvers and ordinary hunting arms are exempt. Registra- 
tion must be made before September 24 if the arms were in 
possession of their owners on July 26, 1934, or afterward. 


If the weapons that come under the act are not being reg- 


istered in other cities in any larger number than in Kansas City, 
it would appear that gangsters are disobeying the law.

How to cure the conditions disclosed, though, is a question that is 


not easily answered. 


The United States acting alone can not do it. To prohibit the 


private manufacture of munitions and have the government take over 
this business would not do it. Only some concerted action by virtually 
all the nations of the world would hold any promise of improving con- 
ditions. 


The revelations In Washington are beginning to have reflections In 


other countries, notably Great Britain, where demands arc being made 
for similar Investigations. The possibility exists that some course of ac- 
tion may be eventually found to end the evils Incident to the private 
manufacture and sale of war materials. The probability of this, though, 
Is not strong. 


The -world hns shown no eagerness to reduce armaments or to 


take effective steps of any kind toward the promotion of permanent 
peace. 


The munitions probe, therefore, seems likely lo suffer the fate 


that befalls most congressional inquiries—to be soon forgotten.

HARRISBtJBG, Sept. 30.—Penn- 


sylvania retailers are girding to car- 
ry their fight against enactment of 
a sales tax Into the fall election 
campaign. 


Under plans perfected at a meet- 


ing of the Pennsylvania council of 
retail trade associations here all leg- 
islative candidates in the fall elec- 
tions will be requested to make 
clear their posltons on the sales tax 
question. 


Opposition to enactment of any 


new sales tax is based on the ex- 
perience of the merchants and re- 
tailers, with the emergency sales tax 
in effect from September 1, 1932, 
to February 28, 1933, which levied 
a one per cent tax on the gross in- 
come from sales during that period 
to provide relief funds. 


The council asserted that this act 


operated in effect as a capital tax 
on gross income since the vast ma- 
jority of merchants were unable to 
pass the sales tax along to consum- 
ers. 


Although it was expected the 1932 


sales tax would raise $12,000,000 for 
relief, the actual return to date has 
been slightly less than $10,000,000. 


Attempts to collect, the tax have 


resulted in several instances of liti- 
gation which, when finally adjudi- 
cated, were expected by treasury of- 
ficials to return several hundred 
thousand dollars more to the state. 


Retailers believe that the hea'vy 


demands made for relief funds will 
find the state treasury in an ex- 
tremely unfavorable position when 
the regular session of the legislature 
meets in January and that new at- 
tempts will be made to re-enact the 
sales tax measure.

HARRISBURG, Sept. 20.—Penn­ 
sylvania retailers are girding to car­ 
ry their fight against enactment of 
a sales tax into the fall election 
campaign. 
Under plans perfected at a meet­ 
ing of the Pennsylvania council of 
retail trade associations here all leg­ 
islative candidates in the fall elec­ 
tions will be requested to make 
clear their positons on the sales tax 
question. 
Opposition to enactment of any 
new sales tax is based on the ex­ 
perience of the merchants and re­ 
tailers with the emergency sales tax 
in effect from September 1, 1932, 
to February 28. 1933, which levied 
a one per cent tax on the gross in­ 
come from sales during th at period 
to provide relief funds. 
The council asserted th at this act 
operated in effect as a capital tax 
on gross income since the vast m a­ 
jority of merchants were unable to 
pass the sales tax along to consum­ 
ers. 
Although it was expected the 1932 
sales tax w’ould raise $12,000,000 for 
relief, the actual return to date has 
been slightly less than $10,000,000. 
Attempts to collect the tax have 
resulted in several instances of liti­ 
gation which, when finally adjudi­ 
cated, were expected by treasury of­ 
ficials to return several hundred 
thousand dollars more to the state. 
Retailers believe that the heavy 
demands made for relief funds will 
find the state treasury in an ex­ 
tremely unfavorable position when 
the regular session of the legislature 
meets in January and th at new a t­ 
tempts will be made to re-enact the 
sales tax measure.

To Wage Fight On 


Sales Tax Proposal 


Penntyhrania Merchants Pre- 


paring To Question Candi- 


dates For Oftic*

HABRISBURG, Sept. 30.—Penn- 


sylvania retailers are girding to car- 
ry their fight against enactment of 
a sales tax into the fall .election 
campaign. 


Under plans perfected at a meet- 


ing of the. Pennsylvania council ol 
retail trade associations here all leg- 
islative candidates in the fall elec- 
tions will be requested . to make 
clear their posltons on the sales tax 
question. 
/ 


Opposition to enactment of any 


new sales tax is based on the ex- 
perience of the merchants and re- 
tailers, with the emergency sales tax 
in effect from September' 1, 1832, 
to February 28, 1933,-which levied 
a one per cent tax -on tha gross in- 
come from sales during that period 
to provide relief funds. 


The council asserted that this act 


operated in effect 'as a- capital tax 
on gross income since the vast ma- 
jority of merchants were-unable to 
pass the sales tax along to consum- 
ers.

Although it was expected the 1932 


sales tax would raise-$12,000,000 Tor 
relief, the actual return to date has 
been slightly less than $10,000,000. 


Attempts to collect the tax have 


resulted in several instances of liti- 
gation which, when finally adjudi- 
cated, were expected by treasury of- 
ficials to return several hundred 
thousand dollars, more to the state 


Retailers believe that the heavy 


demands made for relief funds will 
find the state treasury in an ex- 
tremely unfavorable position when 
the regular session of the legislature 
meets in January and that new at- 
tempts will be made to re-enact the 
sales tax measure.

fruits of victory were Gov. Gif- 
ford Pinchot's today. 
Not only did the Republican ma- 


jority in the legislature speeding en- 
nct his $20,000,000 taxless relief pro- 
gram with harmony unknown to his 
two administrations but last night 
the state senate concluded his 12- 
year battle for control of the public 
service commission by confirming 
his five appointments. 


In return the governor was ex- 


pected to announce his. support of 
the Republican ticket in the 
fall 


campaign. 


It would not be a surprise if he 


again took to the Hustings, this time 
as a campaigner for his attorney 
general, William A. Schnader, Re- 
publican candidate for governor. 


Appointments Confirmed.

last night were: 


C. Jay Goodnough, Emporium, 


chairman for a term ending July 1, 
1943; P. Stephen Stahlnecker, Har- 
risburg, July 1, 1942; Frederick P.

Egan, Philadelphia, July 1, 1941. 


The nominations were favorably 


reported by the senate committee on 
executive nominations of which Sen- 
ator Chauncey Parkinson, Greene, is 
chairman, following the announce- 
ment of M. Harvey Taylor, Republi- 
can state chairman, that he' would 
request the senate to confirm them 
to strengthen party harmony for the 
coming campaign.

rence County were made public to- 
day in a survey of conditions by the 
Emergency Relief Board. The survey 
was made during April 
and was

workers. 


According to the survey of 30,935 


employable 
persons 
enumerated, 


28.7 per cent or 8867 were unem- 
ployed seeking work, 49.8 percent or 
15.426 employed full time and 2:15 
percent or 6642 employed part time. 


The figures for the various mun- 


icipalities show 27.3 of employables, 
seeking work. Ellwood City showed 
22.7, Bessemer 27 percent, Wampum 
41.3 per cent, Enon Valley 34.4 per 
cent, and Volant 13.5 per cent. Un- 
incorporated 
communities 
showed 


35.6 per cent. 


The report was made possible by 


the work of 183 unemployed white 
collar workers. They found of the

Endeavour Good Boat. 


In fact, the Endeavour has gotten 


so good we have definitely decided 
to abandon a certain paternal atti- 
tude—brought about and fostered by 
the futility of the late Sir Thomas 
Llpton—in favor of one that is cap- 
tious, querulous and coldly critical. 
On the occasion of Mr. Sopwith's 
first victory on Monday, we called 
attention to the fact that the race 
uommlllee had granted him a stay 
of execution at a time when the 
hands of the clock were racing to- 
ward the scheduled hour of starting 
and his sails were drooping like a 
widow's veil. 


When he won on Tuesday and 


broke the record, we hinted darkly 
about the great number of tons of 
ballast he had removed from the 
Endeavour's hold, and, having noth- 
ing better to . do yesterday, we 
brought up the question of whether 
or not he had violated the rules in 
having the boat In tow while cross- 
Ins the Atlantic. 


In other words, we can't out-sail 


Mr. Sopwlth, so were's going to out- 
tnlk him. 


The prospects of doing anything 


at all with him today, however, 
sesmed a bit remote. The forecast 
wns for gentle to moderate winds, 
northeast by north, with grey skies 
overhead, so that, should these con- 
ditions prevail at race time, 10:40 
o'clock, eastern standard time, there 
was neither an assurance that the 
race would finish within the allotted 
SVi hours nor that it even would 
start.

There wasn't 
enough wind to break a. bubble, so 
the contest was abandoned, leaving 
the general situation pretty much as 
it had been the day before. 


In other words, the Endeavour has 


won two and drawn one and need- 
ing only two more victories in the 
five remaining races, is apparently 
destined to pre-empt the cup for the 
first time in the 83 years of its com- 
petitive history. 


Endeavour Good Boat. 


In fact, the Endeavour has gotten 


so good we have definitely decided 
to abandon a certain paternal atti- 
tude—brought about and fostered by 
the futility of the late Sir Thomas 
Lipton—in favor of one that is cap- 
tious, querulous and coldly critical. 
On the occasion of Mr. Sopwith's 
first victory on Monday, we called 
attention to the fact that the race 
committee had granted him a stay 
of execution at a time when the 
hands of the clock were, racing to- 
ward the scheduled hour of starting 
and his sails were drooping like a 
widow's veil. 


When he won on Tuesday and 


broke the record, we hinted darkly 
about the great number of tons of 
ballast he had removed from the 
Endeavour's hold, and, having noth- 
ing better to . do yesterday, we 
brought up the question of whether 
or not he had violated the rules in 
having the boat in tow while cross- 
ing the Atlantic. " 


In other words, we can't out-sail 
Mr. Sopwith, so were's going to out- 
talk him. 
The prospects of doing anything 


at all with him today, however, 
seemed a bit remote. The forecast 
was for gentle to moderate winds, 
northeast by north, with grey skies 
overhead, so that, should these con- 
ditionfi prevail at race time, 10:40 
o'clock-, eastern standard time, there 
was neither an assurance that the 
race would finish within the allotted 
5*4 hours nor that it even would 
start.

gress has ample power to control oil
